Student Government 
Seen As Ivory Tower

When the dust had settled from last spring's election hoopla, the victorious 
Klein-Colbert-Robinson ticket found itself elected by seven percent of the 
CSUS student body. 

Aside from the opposition’s tiny showing, 90 percent of the students 
expressed either thei silent approval of the “experience ticket” or their 
complete indifference to it. A vote can at least say yes or no, but an empty 
ballot box leaves only doubt. 

The iack of interest in the fate of student government conveys a message 
to the CSUS administration, as ASI Senate Chair Larry Robinson explained: 

‘Any university president makes the same judgment, saying that you 
don't represent a lot of the students. . . ‘If you're representing the majority, 
then why didn’t the majority vote for you? Obviously the majority doesn't 
care enough to change the status quo and believe in your ideas.’ ” 

The status quo Robinson refers to is the granddaddy of student issues, 
lack of effective student representation in decisions affecting thew academic 
lives. The status quo rests on the assumption that students are immature and 
cannot be taken seriously, and a lack of interest in student government tells 
administrators that students don't take themselves seriouly either,

According to Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Sandra Barkdull, 
fall enrollment should be held to 
between 17,000 and 17,200 FTEs 
(full ime enrollments). The fall enrol. 
Iment, together with a spring semes 
ter target of 16,200 FTEs will keep 
the annual average FTE within the 
budgeted 16,600 

Heavy fall enrollment demands 
necessitated the earlier than usual 
cutoff dates fo: spring applications 
Out-of-state applications were 
closed August 31. New applications 
for lower division students will close 
September 16 

“Although several areas need to 
increase enrollment substantially 
above that in CAR, others will have 
to take care to keep enrollment from 
increasing beyond reasonable lim- 
its,” Barkdull stated 

The state employee compensa- 
hon budget will permit an adjusted 
salary for faculty and staff of six per 
cent despite the 17.7 percent pro 
posed by the Board of Trustees. In 
order to retain “flexibility,” Barkdull 
said, year-long offers to part-time 
faculty will not be extended. 

Additionally, the Chancellor's Of. 
fice froze staff benefits so anticipated 
excess staff benefits cannot be trans- 
ferred to other categories such as 
operating expenses or equipment. 
Last September, a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars was added to the instruc 
tional budget operating expenses by 
such a transfer, according to Bark- 
dull 

Another concern, according to 
Barkdull, is the campus’ share of the 
budgeted increase in non-resident 
tuition. Ont-of-state tuition wae in- 
creased as part of the cut in general 
fund money. 

In addition, the system has en- 
couraged efforts to decrease non- 
resident enrollment, Barkdull said. 
Barkdull currently estimates a $1.4 
million shortfall in reaching the $3.4 
million non-resident tuition target. 

Barkdull added the administra- 
tion is developing alternatives to 
accomodate increases as the cam- 
pus and system enrollments become 


final.

Murder Clues Reach Dead End

None of the leads in the murder 
case of CSUS student Nancy Nel- 
son, 43, has yet “panned out,” Sacra- 
mento Police Detective Flossie 
Crump told the Hornet Wednesday. 

“The investigation is in pro- 
gress,’ Crump said. “There are 
leads we're checking out, but so far 
they haven't panned out.” 

Police announced Tuesday th~y 
are seeking CSUS student George 
Bouras as a suspect in the Sep- 
tember 5 murder of Nelson. Nelson, 
found dead Monday morning in 
Bouras'University Gardens studio 
apartment, probably died from mas- 
sive head injuries inflicted by a “blunt 
instrument,” according to Sacra- 
mento police. 

The precise cause of Nelson's 
death is awaiting completion of 
autopsy tests currently being con- 
ducted. “Possible homocide cases” 
normally take two to three weeks to 
determine the exact cause of death, 
according to County Coroner spo- 
keswoman Sharon Brown. 

Bouras is being sought for ques- 
tioning and \s considered a suspect in 
Nelson's murder, according to Sgt. 
Bob Burns, pobce spokesperson. 

“He is a suspect. Bouras is miss- 
ing, as so is her (Nelson's) car,” 
Burns said. “It's his apartment.

Crump said that because Bouras 
and Nelson were “boyfriend and girl- 
friend,” Bouras probably had access 
to Nelson's car keys. Because police 
have located Bouras’ car, they believe 
he may be driving Nelson's car, a 
1980 light brown Chevrolet Manza, 
license plate number 1 BNA 082. 


Bouras is described as a six-foot, 
195 pound Greek male with hazel 
eyes and dark brown hair. 

Police are asking anyone with

According to Burns, police dis- 

covered no evidence indicating that 

the apartment had been broken into. 

University Gardens manager 
said he found Nelson's body when he 
checked the room at the request of a 
man who identified himself as Nel- 
son's son. The man told the manager 
that he thought there was a frying 
pan cooking on the stove. 

“The very first thing | thought 
was that she was sleeping,” the 
manager said.

When CSUS women athletes won three national 
championships last year in their division of the Assoc labon 
of Intercollegiate Athletics for Women (AIAW), there 
was more than must the opposing teams up against them. 

Travel expenses totalling nearly $45,000 stood be- 
tween them and their unprecedented acheivements. But 
hard work and some outside help enabled the women’s 
program to overcome thei financial difficulties just as they 
stunned their competition last season in volleyball, softball 
and, shortly after classes ended last spring, golf 

While CSUS women athletes might be hard pressed to 
defent their three national titles (as well as impressive 
finishes in cross country, track, gymnastics and swim- 
ming), they shouldn't have any more problems tn physi- 
cally arriving at the site of the divisional playoffs: with thei 
admittance into the NC AA(National ( ollegiate Athletic 
Association) this season, travel costs will be paid for by 
that intercollegiate sports-governing body for all playoff

The main reason CSUS, alony with the rest of the 
Golden State Conference, joined the NCAA was. accord 
ing to CSUS Athletic Director Dr. lrene Shea. “the dollar 
sign."

A 
famuhar howling echoes in the dis 
tance and moments later, Naught 
on's best friend is reduced to ham 
burger, and he himself just escapes 
being torn to preces by something tall 
and un-neighborly. The pub-goers 
hear the roar and screams in the dis 
tance and rush armed to the rescue 
saving Naughton from certain mutila 
bon. 


As he lays on the ground bal- 
anced on the edge of consciousness, 
we are treated by a long 
view of what remains of his friend.

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Petty Rocks Expo 
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Petty Pelts More Hot Rock 


To Eager Fans in River City 
At Fair’s Fevered Finale

The last time Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers played 
Sacramento, it was to a sold-out crowd of 2,200 at the 
Community Center Theatre in July of 1979. The show 
was devastating 

When T.P. returned last Sunday. he was greeted by a 
crowd well over ten times that size, shoehorned into the Cal 
Expo grandstands as a finale to the California State Fair 
The show wasn't quite as overwhelming, but considenng 
the size differential between the two venues. Sunday's 
show serves as a testament to Petty's magnetic onstage 
demeanor 

From the start of his set, which opened with “Amencan 
Girl, from his first album You're Gonna Get It, to its final 
encore nearly two hours later4 ‘Shadow of a Doubt” from 
Damn the Tropedoes), Petty and band hammered relent 
lessly at the crowd with their high energy onslaught, kick 
ing the level of excitement up another notch or two with 
every song 

Even when Petty tried to give the audience a break by 
playing a ballad, the effort was wasted, as Stevie Ni ks 
appeared trom the wings to sing an incredibly moving duet 
with Tom on “Insider,” which drove the audience to further 
levels of hysteria. Nicks, whose appearance had been 
much hinted-at, but not confirmed until the afternoon of the 
show, stuck around and delivered a driving rendition of 

Stop Draggin’ My Heart Around,” the Petty penned and 

Heartbreaker-backed single from her recent solo release 
Bella Donna. Her vocals on this tune were far more gutsy 
and carned more impact than anything she's ever re 
corded, either solo or with Fleetwood Mac 

The show was practically a carbon copy of T.P. and 
the H.B.'s gig in June at the Cow Palace, including Nicks’ 
appearance. Nevertheless, the show wasn} totally without 
surprises, such as the inclusion of “Night®atchman,” the 
stand-out song from the band’s most recenf unit of product, 
Hard Promises. This song was sorely mi at the Cow 
Palace. Another neat twist was a eterling over of the 60s 
chestnut “Louie, Louie,” and the inclusion of one chorus of 
Ray Charles’ “Hit the Road, Jack” within “Breakdown” 
provided one of the set's more whimsical moments

Throughout the set, the Heartbreakers seemed to be 
content to act as sidemen, allowing Tom to gorge himself 
in the spothght. Nonetheless, thei playing was the meat of 
the music, with keyboardist Benmont Tench reeling off 
subsonic piano and organ fills at every opportunity, and 
guitarist Mike Campbell's letter-perfect leads 


Such precision may have been the show's only draw 
back, musically. Most songs were never identical replicas 
of their recorded versions. thus eliminating the chance for 
any originality and spentanaerty 

The other major drawback to the show lay not in the 
music, but in the capacity of Cal Expo's grandstand, The 
stands themselves were packed, with people overflowing 
into the aisles. Likewise, the crowd on the track between 
the grandstand and the Stage extended well beyond the 
width of the stage, crammed in elbow to elbow. The 
25,000 capacity which the facility held should be scaled 
down by 15 to 20 percent for any future rock shows. 
Leading off the evening s proceedings was David Lind. 

ex-guitarist for Jackson Browne, and his band E] 
Rayo-X. Lindley and friends played a jubilant 50-minute 
set of reggae-inflated tunes from his solo debut album, 
also entitled E] Rayo-X Lindley's shimmering guitar work 
and impish voice graced such songs as a reggae-ified 
“Twist and Shout,” “Brother John ls Gone,” an ode to 
John Lennon, and the somewhat bawdy “Tu-ber-cu-lucas 
and the Sinus Blues.” “Your Old Lady” and “Mercury 
Blues” were the set's most infectious songs, both featuring 
Lindley’s trademark slide guitar 

Despite the freshness and buoyancy of his music, Lind. 
ley was treated to a barrage of boos, jeers, and assorted 
refuse hurled from the largely high school-aged crowd, 
whose ummaturity and lack of manners was a constant 
anmoyance to those of us who appreciate something 
different. 

Whoever paired Petty with Lindley should be ap- 
plauded for thew taste and judgement. The combination of 
the two resulted in one of the most enjoyable evening's of 
music I've had in some time 

When Petty played in '79. it was apparent he'd never 
play so intimate a venue again. It was only a matter of time 
before the secret got out
